Marked activity wis observed at the field. On 20 September 1946, 

53 ¥AKe4 two-engine bombers, the game number of Tbe2's bearing the 
id Air Achy Insigne, and fo Rata's were stationed on the field. 

Sn the same day 30 Lae? fighters of the ath Air Arpy arrived from 
the Gast; 15 of these took off in an easterly direction after several 
nours. Also, three four-engine bombers, tyys Th@-7, came in from 

the south, refueled and left in a westerly direction.

The anmunition bunker has two electric elevetors and tyo ener= 
coney entrances on the noxth and south. Tae bunker, 25 meters 
ty 15 meters in size, is allegedly 10 motera deep and Giviéded 
tnto four chambers. / dreinare system extends 200 maters south. 
Bunker eontains a total weight of 15,000 ilograns of fragmen= 
tation bombg, Incendisries, Ah and machineegun ammunition. No 
separate bomb dump was observed.
